U. S. MARSHAL GARD ON HAND. 


Pull Particaiars of the Dramatic Episode by 
the ‘*Times’’ Special Correspon- 
dent—‘‘As Happy as a 
King."’ 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

VISALIA, Feb. 19.—(Special.) On 
Sunday Sheriff Kay received authorita- 
tive information that Evans and Mor- 
rell were in town. At 3 o'clock this 
morning the officers, with a large 
posse, surrounded the house of Evans 
and stayed there until 10:30 o’clock this 
forenoon, whon the desperadoes volun- 
tarily surrendered. Marshal Gard of 
Los Angeles arrived at 3 o'clock this 
morning and accompanied Sheriff Kay 
to the scene. At least ‘ifty armed men 
surrounded the house by 8 o'clock, 
many of our most prominent citizens 
shouldering guns and standing guard, 
The formidable number uhdoubtedly 
decided Evans in his course. The 
bandits positively refused to be inter- 
viewed while in jail. They looked 
dirty and worn-out and Evans no doubt 
was anxious to get where he could 
have rest. 

When Morrell saw the crowd he pro- 
posed to open fire and make a break 
for liberty, but Evans demurred to 
the action. Walter Beason was sent 
into the house with a note ‘to a Mrs. 
Brighton, who takes care uf Evans’s 
children, requesting her to get out. 
Evans asked him how many men were 
out there armed and Beason said 100. 
This had its effect on Svans. The 
latter had been very abusive to thcese 
in the house with him since his ar- 
rival. It was all<= Mrs. Byrd, his 
mother-in-law, could do to keep Evans 
from shooting her son George,. who 
Evans claimed had given bim away. 
He knocked Mrs. Brighton down and 
kicked her unmercifully until she 
went into’ spasms, and for several 
hours she was in a critical condition. 

Sheriff .Scott of Fresno and veral 
deputies arrived here at 7:40 o'clock 
this evening, and the bandits were put 
in a buggy and started for Goshen. 
Had the men been kept here over 
night there is no doubt that an effort 
would have been made to lynch them. 
Ten or twelve buggy-loads of men left 
town shortly after the bandits were 
taken from jail, but it is not known for 
what purpose. 

The strain on our people has been 
strong today and there is a sense of 
relief now’that the men are gone, and 
the hope is generally expressed that 
they may be landed in the State Prison 
immediately. Marshal Gard leaves for 
Los Angeles on the midnight train. He 
carries in his pocket a number of 
forty-four cartridges given him by 
Pvans today. The Marshal has had 
pretty good knowledge. of the where- 
abouts of the bandits ever since their 
escape from the Fresno jail and it is 
through his efforts, no doubt, that the 
trap was set for the capture. While 
Evans curses those instrumental in his 
capture, he puts on a bold face and 
says he is as “happy as a king.” 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


An Associated Press 3s Account . of the 
Arrest. 


VISALIA, Feb. 19.—Chris Pwans, the 
train-robber and outlaw, who escaped 


‘from Fresno jail a month ago, is again 


in custody. It was discovered last night 
thalt he had come to Visalia from the 
mountains with his partner, Hdward 
Morrell. who assisted him to escape 
from Fresno jail, and that the two 
men were hidden in Evans’s house here. 
The officers surrounded the house early 
this morning, and a few hours later 
practically all the inhabitants of the 
town were present. Evans recognized 
the fact that escape was impossible, 
and, after brief negotiations with Sher- 
iff Kay of this county, he and Morrell 
surrendered. 

Evans and Morrell arrived in town on 
Saturday night on foot, having left, 
a horse and cart tied to the fence at 
the ranch of Elijah Perkins, near Stohe 
Corral. Sheriff Kay was informed that 
they were here yesterday, and the house 
was guarded by a large, armed posse 
all night. Unfted States Marshal Gard 
is credited with working up the mat- 
ter, having in his employ a man named. 
Brighton, who cared for Evans's house 
ard children. Brighton was formerly 
a deputy marmhal in Arizona. 

Gard arrived here at 3 o'clock this 
morning, and immediately he and Kay 
set to work to Capture the desperadoes. 
When Evans saw the house entirely 


surrounded, he opened negotiations with 
Kay to surrender, Evans’s son carrying 
the correspondence. Evans agreed to 
come out if Kay would disperrse the 
crowd, 

Mrs} Byrd, Evans’s 

says that. he is crazy. 
threatened to kill his brother-in-law, 
George Byrd, and was only prevented 
by the old lady stepping between them. 
Mrs. Byrd says she would have come 
out of the house ‘this morning, only that 
she was afraid Evans would kill her, as 
he threatened to do. ‘Previous to the 
surrender, a young man named Beeson 
was employéd by the Sheriff to take a 
note to Evans. Evans said to him 
when he entered: “Ain’t you taking 
great chances? Now take these pistols 
and walk out ahead of us when we get 
ready to go.” 
- Beeson was badly frightened. When 
Evans saw the armed men around the 
house and noticed that Brighton had 
not returned to the house, he attacked 
Mrs. Brighton, knocking her down 
and kicking her and telling her to go 
to bed and stay there. He was only 
prevented from killing the woman 
through the intervention of Morrell, 
who commanded him to desist: The 
woman was badly injured, and was in 
spasms for hours. She was badly 
bruised where he kicked her. 

Last evening Evans told Mrs. Byrd 
that he would never be taken alive, 
when she reminded him that he was 
taking great chances in coming hére. 
Evans abused the Byrd family gener- 
ally, and said George gave away the 
fact he was going to escape from 
Fresno jail and caused him to be lock- 
ed in a dark cell; that Perry Byrd had 
assisted in hunting him, and that the 


mother-in-law, 
Last night he 


‘Byrds are a flock of buzzards. 


Evans and Morrell, at the time of 
their surrender, had two. Winchester 
rifles and a pistol and ammunition— 
forty-four cartridges. Evans gave a 
handful of cartridges to Marshal Gard, 
taking them out of his pocket, Marshal 
Gard says that the man who was ar- 
rested with Evans is Ed Martin, known 
here as Morrell, and says that he for- 
merly ran a merry-go-round with one 
Frederick, who is accused of killing 
Sheriff Pascoe of Nevada county. Mor- 
rell assisted in stealing arms from a 
saloon in this city, and Fredericks took 
the arms to Folsom prison for George 
Sontag. 

The bandits are worn out. The 
officers have kept them traveling and 
they had to find some place to rest, 
and they took that chance here. The 
citizens are very indignant at Evans 
for his treatment of Mrs. Brighton, 


and if the prisoners are not removed be- f 


fore morning they may be lynched. 
S. J. Hinds, Evans’s attorney at 
Fresno, came here on Saturday and his 
movements were watched. Mrs. Evans 
was expected here in a day or two by 
the officers. The officers are reticent as 
to the disposal of Evans at present, 
but it is suppesed he will be spirited 
to Fresno tonight, where he will receive 
immediate sentence on his conviction 
and then be hurried to the State 
Prison. Evans refuses to be interview- 


ed, and abused the press representative’

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Arrival of the Officers Was a Surprise 
to the Bandit. 

VISALIA, Feb. 19.—Visalia was 
thrown into a state of the greatest 
possible excitement when it was an- 
nounced early this morning that the no- 
torious bandit and his rescuer from 
jail, Morrell, were at the cottage of 
the former’s family, on the outskirts 
of the town, and that the premises 
were surrounded by: officers prepared to 
prevent the escape of the two men, 
The news spread with lightning rap- 
idity, and it was but a short time be- 
fore the town was alive with all sorts 
of reports. Scores of people immedi- 
ately made preparations to join in the 
capture and take part in a fight, if 
such a thing were to take place. 

Volunteers were on hand by the hun- 
dred. It was not long before a large 
circle had been formed around the 
premises. All sorts of men were on 
hand and all sorts of saddle-animals 
were pressed into service for the occa- 
sion. Such excitement was never be- 
fote witnessed in Visalia, unless it 
was during the early adventures of 
the bold and fearless Evans and his 
now dead partner, John Sontag. 

Those who formed the cordon were 
armed with either rifles, shotguns or 
revolvers. Each one seemed ambitious 
to earn the honor of making the shot 
that would “put out the light’’ of the 
man who has filled such a large 
page in the annals of crime in Califor- 
nia. But all who were out on the plain 
were not armed nor ready to stop the 
bandits should they break from their 
retreat and make another rush for 
liberty. Dozens were out to see the 
fight. They kept-at a distance, and 
were anxious to see the battle fought. 

The great crowd was doomed to dis- 
appointment, so far as a fight was 
eoncerned, for there was no exchange 
of shots. Evans was not slow to real- 
ize the situation. The presence of the 
officers and armed citizens about the 
premises convinced him that the “jig 
was-.up:” that it was a case of peace- 
able surrender or a case of siege, to 
end only one way-—his capture, dead 
or alive. 

Some desperate men wanted to fire 
the building, but the officers in com- 
mand would not allow such proceedings. 
Negatiations were opened for surrender. 
A message was sent to Evans, and an 
answer came back in the hands of one 
of his children. Other communications 
followed, and the result was final sur- 
render. 

When ‘the little household was first 
made aware that the prisoners were 
surrounded, the greatest consternation 
prevailed inside. The women and chil- 
dren, it is said, were completely over- 
come with fear and apprehension. 
Evans was apparently unconcerned, it 
was learned a little later by the press 
correspondent. He treated the matter 
as the result of his own mistake. He 
was too bold in venturing to visit his 
family. But he wanted to see them, 
for he has much paternal feeling, and 
the ‘temptation was too great for him 
to resist. He had deliberately “come 
home, and the fact was made known to 
the officers. 

When the house was surrounded, the 
question was first asked: “‘How shall 
we get away?’ The proposition of es-

Senator E. D. White 
for Justice. 


Cleveland Finally Gives Up 
New Yorkers, 


He Selects a Louisiana Man for 
Nomination. 


The Senate Quickly Confirms the Choice— 
Proceedings of Both Houses—The 
Missing Quorum—A Demo- 
cratic Caucus.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The chief 
incident in the Senate occurred in ex- 
ecutive session, and was the prompti- 
tude with which the Senate confirmed 
the Supreme Court nomination, without 
even referring it to a committee. It 
was fully in accordance with the tradi- 
tional courtesy of the Senate that a 
member of that body, when nominated 
for a high public trust, shall be confirm- 
ed without reference to committee, but 
still, when contrasted with the stub 
born and prolonged contests that have 
successively taken place over the 
Hornblower and Peckham nominations, 
the prompt confirmation of Senator 
White of Louisiana to the Supreme 
bench came as a refreshing surprise 
to the public. 

The haste of Senators to show cour- 
tesy to a colleague would not even 
permit Senator Daniel to finish his 
speech on the Hawaiian resolution. 
When Senator Caffery, the colleague 
of Senator White, appeared in the 
chamber from the lunch-room, he was 
apprised. of the nomination of his 
colleague to be Justice of the Supreme 
Court, and Senator Daniel, after an 
interchange of glances with his fellow 
Senators, announced that he would con- 
clude his speech ata later session, and 
Senator Caffrey moved to proceed to 
executive business. 

The doors were at once closed, but 

the representatives of the press on the 
outside needed no. confidential mes- 
sage from the interior to apprise them. 
The proceedings were in marked con- 
| trast to the scenes and incidents that 
attended the last two Supreme Court 
nominations. 
The opening session of the Senate 
was unusually devoid of interest. Sen- 
ator Hale presented a resolution to 
investigate certain printing contracts, 
but the matter did not even create dis- 
cussion, although the resolution was 
adopted. 

Senator Daniel opened his argument 
in support of the administration in the 
Hawaiian matter, and will conclude to- 
morrow. 

The filibustering over the silver bill 
in the House continued until 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, when adjournment was 
had to give the Democrats an cppor- 
tunity to consider the situation in 
caucus. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—SENATE.— 
Senator Hale of Maine presented a 
memorial from the citizens of that State 
against putting lumber on the free 
list. He asked that it be printed as a 
Senate documents. 

Senator Call presented a resolution 
calling for information from the Presi- 
dent regarding a claim against the 
United States under the treaty of 1819, 
with Spain.

The Hawaiian resolution was called 
up, and Senator Daniels of Virginia 
spoke in support” ‘of it. 

HOUSE.—The struggle to secure a 
quorum to order the previous question 
on Mr. Bland’s motion to close the 
debate on the Silver Seigniorage Bi!l 
was resumed today. After the opening 
of the debate Mr. Marsh of Illinois 
asked universal consent for his bill 
authorizing the construction of a wing- 
dam, canal and power station in the 
Des Moines rapids. The bill passed. 

March 31 was made a special order 
for a tribute to the memory of the late 
Representative O'Neill of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Committee on Invalid Pensions 
reported back favorably Mr. Towney's 
resolution calling on the Secretary of 
the Interior for information regarding 
the suspended pension cases. It was 
passed. 

Mr. Bland then moved to go into com- 
mittee of the whole on the seigniorage 
bill and that the general debate be 
closed. On that he demanded the pre-" 
vious question. His Democratic and 
Republican opponents declined to vote 
and the resu!t was, yeas 171 to nays 4, 
two short of a-~ quorum. Bland then 
moved a call of the House. 

Mr. de Armond of Missiouri offered 
a resolution designed to prevent fili- 
bustering which was referred to the 
Committee on Rules.

A SURPRISE. 


Senator White of Louisiana Nominated fer 
Supreme Court Justice.

WASHINGTON, Feb. $19. —Senator | 
White of Louisiana has been nominated 
by the President for Associate Justice | 
of the Supreme Court of the — 
States, 

The nomination was a complete sur- 
prise to every one. Senator Hill and 
the Republican members who have been 
questioned say little about the pros- 
pects of confirmation. 

HE IS CONFIRMED. 

Later.—Senator White has been con- 
firmed as Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. 

The President sent for Senator White 
and his colleague, Senator Caffery, last 
night, and upon their arrival at the 
White House made known the purpcse 
of his invitation for a conference. Sen- 
ator White, while expressing his deep 
sense of obligation, was much gegur- 
prised and doubtful as to whether he’ 
should accept. He asked the President 
for time to consider end although he 
and his colleague remained with the 
President until late at night, he left 
without giving his assent. This mozn- 
ing, when he and Caffery again called 
at the Executive Mansion, he was still 
unable to say positively <hat he pre- 
ferred the office to that of Senator, and 
it was not until the last minute before 
his departure that he gave assent. 

The Louisiana delegation in Congress 
believe that Representative Blanchard 
will be appointed by <‘iov. Foster to 
fill the unexpired term of Senator 
White. Mr. White will take his seat 
on the Supreme bench as the youngest 
of the justices, and, with the excep- 
tion of Field and Harlan, will have 
entered at an earlier period than any 
other justice and will have the excep- 
tionally long term of twenty-one jéars 
to serve before retirement. 

(Edward Douglass White was born in 
the parish of Lafourche, La., in Ne- 
vember, 1845; was educated at 
St. Mary’s, near Emmitsburg, Md., at 
the Jesuit College in New Orleans and 
at Georgetown College in the District 
of Columbia. He served in the Con- 
federate army: was licensed to prac- 
tice law by the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana in December, 1868; elected 
State Senator in 1874: was appointed 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
of Louisiana in 1878; was elected to) 
the United States Senate as a Democrat 
to succeed James B. Eustis, receiving 
119 votes as against 11 votes for H. C. 
Warmath, a Republican. He took his 
seat March 4, 1891.) 


HATCHING A iG A QUORU M. 


The House Democrats Hold Hold a Caucus to Dis» 
cuss the Situation. 
By Telegraph and the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The success” 
of the fitibustering against the Bland 
Silver Seigniorage Bill, which has 
blocked proceedings in thes House for 
five days, today forced the Democratic 
advocates of the measure to invoke‘a 
caucus, and, immediately after adjourn- 
ment, the Democratic caucus was held 
in the hall of the House. There were 
present 130 Democrats, but not a Dem- 
ocratic member of the New York dele- 
gation, all of whom have joined in 
obstructive movements, was present, 
nor, in fact, any others who joined, 
hands with them. The presence, how- 
ever, of Mr. Pence of Colorado (Pap.) 
was significant. 

‘The sentiment in caucus wags, there- 
fore, favorable to the bill, and two res- 
olutions were adopted, one to keep the 
seigniorage bill before the House, to 
the exclusion of everything, until 
posed of, and the other expressing the 
sense of the caucus that it was the 
duty of every Democraticic member to 
vote either for or againsa the bill. The 
only difference of opinion was eas to the 
advisability of going even further than 
this, and compel the members to vote, 
and be counted if they refused. 

Mr. Boatner presided and advocated| 
a resolution to instruct the Committee! 
on Rules to bring a rule to compel) 
mebers to vote or be fined. Mr. Patter- 
son advocated @ resolution, instructing 
the Speaker to count a quorum, Mr. 
Patterson declared he believed, after 
reviewing the spectacle of the pest 
few days, that Mr. Reed was right, 
and that non-voting members should be 
counted to make a quorum. The Pat- 
tergon resolution was voted down by, 
about twenty majority, the Spedaker 
voring against the proposition. 

The caucus adjourned, pending a 
vote on the Boatner resolution. 

Messrs. Bryant, Bland, Springer, WHl- 
jams of Mississippi and Hatch advo- 
cated the passage of two resolutions 
(both offered by Mr. Bland,) and, In 
the course of the speeches, some very 
caustic reflectiona upon the actions of 
the Eastern filibustering Democrats 
were indulged in.

The Epistolary Warfare 
Goes on Merrily. 


Our Minister Replies to the Chief 
of the Provisionals. 


He Never Intended for to Go and 
Make a Fuss at ‘All. 


Poreign Representatives and ‘‘Abrogation 
Day’’—Three Times on the Envoy and 
Queen—That Manifestation on 

the Cruiser Philadelphia.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Presi- 
dent has transmitted to Congress an- 
other batch of Hawaiian correspond- 
ence, including dispatches which arrived 

San Francisco on February 10, and 
which reached the State Department 
Saturday morning. Aside from portions 
already published, it opens with a let- 
ter from Willis to Secretary Gresham, 
telling of the celebration of the first 
anniversary of the provisional govern- 
ment on Janulary 17, and saying: ‘“‘None 
of the foreign representatives partici- 
palted in ‘the observance of the day. 
No salutes were fired from the Ameri- 
can, English or Japanese war vessels 
in port.”’ 

The matter of chief interest in the 
correspondence is President Dole’s let- 
ter to Willis, giving the specifications 
as to ‘tthe alttitude of the United States 
toward Hawaii, already published, to 
the effect that it seemed to portend 
forcible restoration, and Willis’s reply, 
which will, it says, end the correspond- 
ence on the subject. 

Willis continues: q from 
my, address of December 19, submitting 
the views of the President upon the 
Hewaiian question. I respectfully sug- 
gest there was in this address no inti- 
mation as ‘to the use of force, as your 
paragraph 27 staites. Upon the 23d of 
December I replied to the foregoing 
communication in the negative. Up to 
the time of sending you my communi- 
cation of December 27, no further com- 
munication has been received by me 
from you, and no assurance has been 
received thalt force is not to be used, 
nor what your further instructions 
were concerning this government. Let 
me call your attention to the fact that 
at the time your answer was delivered 
I notified you I would forward it to 

ashington, and that nothing would be 
done by me until further instructed. 
To this your reply was: “That would 
be very satisfactory ‘to our people.’ ” 

Willis says his refusal tto accept so- 
olal and official courtesies was prompted 
by the friendliest motives, and was “‘in- 
tended to leave all persons, after the 
disclosure of the views of my govern- 
ment, free and unembarrassed to deter- 
mine for themselves the rela'tions they 
desired to hold to me and my family.”’ 

Willis then replies specifically to the 
charges made by Dole. He denies 
that he said anything to the delega- 
tion of the American League which 
eould be construed as unfriendly. He 
reminds Dole that President Cleveland 
distinctly announced that he would 
only act “within the constitutional 
limits of executive power,’’ which does 
not embrace a declaration of war, 
therefore Willis claims that the idea 
that force would be used in restoring 
the Queen was precluded. Willis says 
that his communications of a political 
character with the Queen have been 
confined to three occasions. In reply 
to Dole’s statement that it was the 
almost universal belief in Honolulu 
that the United States naval forces 
were about to be landed to enforce 
President Cleveland’s policy Willis says 
that one month prior to the time re- 
ferred to the United States government 


. had given the provisional government 


information which negatived the idea 
of using force. 

Willis adds that he himself stated to 
@ member of the provisional govern- 
ment that he had no intention to inter- 
vene by force in affairs at Honolulu, 
but that if the provisional government 
desired he would assist in putting down 
disorder; that the drilling on board 
the United States naval vessels in the 
harbor, seen by Hawaiian citizens on 
certain occasions, was merely the regu- 
lar practice drill required by the United 
States naval regulations and had noth- 
ing to do whatever with the Hawaiian 
situation. Willis accompanies his letter 
with one from the admiral of the fleet 
at Hawaii corroborating the Minister’s 
statement in this regard.

A SOCIAL CALL. 


Emperor William Visits Prince 
Bismarck. 


~ 
The Cordial Relations Between the Monarch 
and the Aged Statesman Still Further 
Cemented—Frantic Cheering 
by the Populace. 


By Telegraph and the Associated Press. 

FRIEDRICHSRUHB, Feb. 19.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) Another link has been 
formed in the chain of reconciliation 
between th peror and Bismarck. 
Emperor lliiam left Berlin at 2:30 
o'clock this afternoon and arrived here 
shortly after 5 o'clock. In spite of 
the request of the Emperor that there 
should be no demonstration, the rail- 
way station and village were gaily 
decorated. The road to the castle was 
along arches, flanked on either side 
with Venetian masts. 

The Emperor, who wore a naval uni- 
form, covered by a dark cloak, stepped 
briskly out of the carriage when the 
train drew up at the platform and ap- 
proached Bismarck, who wore his cui- 
rasseur uniform with helmet and gray 
military cloak, recently presented to 
him by the Emperor. Warm and re 
peated hand-shakes were exchanged 
between the Emperor and the ex-Chan- 
cellor, after which the former carefully 
wrapped the gray cloak around the 
Prince’s shoulders, Bismarck having 
doffed the gray garment just previous 
to greeting his royal visitor. 
peror and Bismarck walked to the cas- 
tle of Friedrichsruhe, followed by the 
Emperor’s suite of seven persons. 

arriving at the castle the Emperor 
greeted Princess Bismarck and. with 
the Princess upon his arm, proceeded to 
the salon. The Emperor congratulated 
Bismarck on his hearty appearance and 
then introduced the prince to his suite. 
The dinner to His Majesty was in 
private. Only twelve covers were laid, 
neither Count Herbert nor William Bis- 
marck were present. The Emperor sat 
between Prince and Princess Bismarck. 
After dinner all conversed cordially, 
the Prince and Emperor smoking. At 
9 o’clock His Majesty rose and took 
his departure. The ex-Chancellor ac- 
companied him back to the station and 
he and the Emperor shook hands sev- 
eral times before parting. The Em- 
peror sat at the open. window of the 
salon car and waved his hand fre- 
puently until the train started. 

On the way to the station the cheer- 
ing of the crowds was incessant and 
the Emperor repeatedly saluted. He 
remarked to the Prince that the people 
greeted him as the Reichsgruender. 
As the Emperor’s train was about to 
depart the cheering of the crowd was 
almost frantic. The farewell with the 
ex-Chancellor was of a most cordial 
character. The Prince accompanied 
the Emperor to the car, and before en- 
tering the Emperor said a few parting 
words. 

On returning home Bismarck was al- 
most carried off his feet. The rush be- 
came so great the fire brigade had to 
precede the carriage and clear a way. 
Bismarck seems to be in much better 
health since his reconciliation with the 
Emperor than for a long time past. 
In deference to the wishes of the Em- 
peror that no demonstration be made 
many deputations of veterans from 
Lueckatreibeck and elsewhere, who had 
expressed a determination to be pres- 
ent, remained away.

A TERRIBLE STORM. 


Rain and Snow in Oregon, Washington and 
the Sierras—An Accident. 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 19.—A terribie 
storm raged on the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains last night. The wind rushed 
and howled in regular hurricane order 
all night and there has been no abate- 
ment in its fury today. dccording to 
the reports received at the railroad of- 
fice in this city snow came down in 
great flakes, drifted deeply and filled 
the railroad cuts. . In places snowbanke 
are as high as the tops of the cars. 
Superintendent Wright has ordered all 
freight trains out of the “snow belt” 
in order to avoid a possible blockade of 
trains. It is expected, however, at 
the presnt time that passenger trains 
will be enabled to get through with 
the assistance of snowplows. 

A serious accident happened thts 
forenoon at Cold Stream, a station in 
the mountains between Truckee and 
Tunnel No. 13, a heavy plow backed 
by seven large engines and all running 
at a high rate of speed, jumped tne 
track and plunged into the snowbanx 
at least fifty feet from the rail. Three 
men are missing hnd it is not known 
whether they were hurled into the 
snow where there is a bare possibility 
of finding them, or whether they were 
buried under the snowplow. 

The missing are Conductor E. D. Hig- 
gins, Engineer L. E. Graham and D. 
W. Terrell. Engineer Lovelace was 
very seriously injured in the accident. 
All the men were riding on the snow- 
plow. 
| Superintendent Wright left for the 
scene of the accident this forenoon. He 
was accompanied by a number of doc- 
tors and a railroad wrecking crew. 

The last news received at the rail- 
road office from the wreck of the snow- 
plow came tonight from Truckee by 
way of Chicago and Portland.

Often they were without food for two 
days, and, while Evans could endure it 
without much torture, it was particu- 
larly severe on Morrell.

THE BOMB GOSPEL. 


Vienna. 


A Sensational Case and Some Sensational 
Contents—Plotting Against the Em- 
peror's Life—Remarkable Find 
of the Police. 


By Telegraph and the Associated Press. 

VIPNNA, Feb. 19.—(By Atlantic Cale 
ble. Copyright, 1894.) A sensational 
trial began in secret here today. It is 
that of twelve Anarchists, arrested last 
September, for distributing incendiary 
literature, and plotting against the life 
of Emperor Francis Joseph. 

Concealed in the furniture in the lodg- 
ing-place of the leaders, in a most in- 
genious way, the police found a com- 
plete printing outfit, a large quantity 
of anarchiatic literature and a regular 
battery of bombs, ready to be charged 
with chemicals for charging them to- 
gether with coats and hooks on the 
inside to hang the bombs on, and a 
reguiar armory of weapons and ammuni- 
tion. The literature seized showed the 
men were in communication with the 
Anarchists in America, and the follow- 
ers of Herr Most. 

Testimony of a most sensational char- 
acter is expected to be brought out at 
the trial, and, though it is secret, the 
Associated Press ‘has made arrange- 
ments which it is expected will enable 
it to give a substantial report of the 
proceedings. 

Haspel was the first examined, and he - 
confessed to being guilty of the charge 
of employing secret press, and admit- 
ted he was an Anarchist. Haspel said: 
“We desire to attain our ends by the 
employment of force.’’ The prisoner 
procured a secret press because he 
wanted to furnish workmen with suit- 
able newspapers. At this stage of the 
proceedings, the inspected the 
couch in which the secret printing press 
was concealed. 

When the examination was resumed, 
Haspel denied any knowledge of the 
manufacture of explosives. He deni 
emphatically that he had  lectur 
upon the manufacture of bombs, and 
explained that the propaganda of phys« 
ical force would Se employed, not 
against individuals, but against the 
whole social fabric. The Socialists’ 
demands for such political privileges 
franchise only delayed consumma- 

on, ‘ 

The Prosecutor asked if the ideal 
state would be republic or anarchistic, 
to which Haspel replied that it was all 


the same to him. 
“Will there be laws?’ asked the 
Prosecutor. 


Haspel replied: “The people will 
make them and there will be no gov» 
erning powers.” 

The prisoner then admitted that he 
had prepared Anarchist manifestoes, 
and had made the leaden and tin boxes 
seized by the. police. He denied, how-~ 
ever, that he intended to use them. 
Counsel for the defense pointed out 
that, contrary to published reports, 
no powerful explosives were found at 
the prisoner’s lodgings, and the ma- 
chines found were ‘only small and 
rudely-made contrivances.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Geveral Weaver, the Populist, 
as a Promoter, 


Pumping for Irrigation Growing in Use in 
the Territory — A Darling Who 
Posed as a Bad Man— 

Rich Ores 


Spectal Correspondence of the Times. 

TUCSON, Feb. 17.—Gen. Weaver, can- 
didate for the Presidency on the Peo- 
ple’s party ticket last campaign, is in 
Tucson, and has gone into a business 
more profitable than politics. He has 
secured the capital and will put in a 
big pumping plant near this city, on 
the Rillito. The first plant will be some- 
what of an experiment, though the 
success of the pumping has been dem- 
onstrated at the ranch of Mr. Hart, 
his partner here. Several wells have 
been sunk and water has been found 
at the depth of twenty-seven feet. There 
is a whole river of it underground, but 
that must be demonstrated to the cap- 
italists back East. On the satisfactory 
demonstration of plenty of water being 
there, more big pumps will be put in. 
Land under the water will be owned 
somewhat by the company, but a good 
deal of it will be taken up by out- 
siders, who will purchase the water. 

Another pumping proposition that is 
proving @ success is the Sulphur Spring 
Valley, near Willcox. A fifty-horse- 
power gasoline engine is being put in 
there, and a Menge pump of 125,000 
gallons per hour capacity. At first but 
1280 acres will be irrigated. The land 
will be divided into small tracts, and 
leased to farmers for a period of years, 
they to pay the actual cost of the 
water. Any number of acres will be 
leased to one farmer. 

SHORT-SIGHTED MORMONS. 

The proposed railroad from Bowle to 
Globe has met with unexpected ob- 
stacles from the very persons its con- 
struction will most benefit. Some of 
the farmers along the route have de- 
manded heavy damages for the right- 
of-way, and ‘the corps of surveyors 
has been withdrawn, pending a reason- 
able settlement of the question. It 
would seem that any property-owner 
in the rich agriculural section that 
this road will traverse will profit from 
its construction in the new market it 
will open for farm products, to an ex- 
tent that will far more than offset any 
item of damage for right-of-way. The 
valley of the Gila, from Bowie to Globe, 
has long felt the necessity of rail 
transportation, and this opportunity is 
too good to be lost through a short- 
sighted policy of the kind indicated. 

DROWNED IN A DITCH.

THE COURSE OF STORMS. 


Now that the rain is holding off so 
long some people are again beginning 
to talk about a dry season, and the 
opinions of those who are able, from 
experience and observation, to throw 
some light on the subject, are eagerly 
sought. George H. Peck of El Monte 
has the following to say in regard to 
local storms in a circular which he 
has recently issued: 

“The storms of the Northern and 
Eastern States start in the Pacific. At 
least one-half of the storms beginning 
here go there. The proportion has 
been greater for two years or more, 
and the heaviest and most terrific 
Eastern storms are what would be our 
southwesters did they not g0 east- 
ward. In my twenty-five years 
residence in Los Angeles county it has 
been very observable that (not men- 
tioning lesser ones) the weather has 
larger nine to twelve or more 
year cycles. In nine of the years the 
storms may be said to have been nor- 
mal or measurably regular, the south- 
westers being frequent and in winter, 
ef course. The other three winters of 
the cycle have been abnormal, i. e. there 
has been a comparative absence of 
southwesters, because they have gone 
east. This was so from 1869-70, 1870-71, 
1871-72, 1880-81, 1881-82, 1882-83 and has 
been so far 1890-91, 1891-92, 1892-93, 
1893-94. I may not be entirely exact 
in these figures, but am enough £0 to 
show that for about nine years south- 
westers come regularly, and for about 
three years or a little over they are 
few, because they go elsewhere. 


CALIFORNIA FIS!t. 


The California Fish Commissioner 
has been doing some useful work of 
late. It is remarked that fish some- 
times do better in strange waters than 
in those to which they are native. 
Thus the California rainbow trout in 
Australia has been known to reach a 
weight of nine pounds. On the other 
hand the California salmon does not 
appear to take kindly to Australian 
waters, while in the Seine it has suc- 
ceeded remarkably well. Commissioner 

r Redding found, in his last trip to 
Paris, that salmon sold there at as low 
a price as 8 cents a pound, thanks to 
the introduction of the California fisn. 
As an illustration of the utility of the 
Fish Commission Mr. Murdock points 
to the success gafned in California 
with the striped bass. This is one of 
the very best of food fishes and is 
highly prized wherever known. It was 
a stranger to the Pacific Coast until 
introduced by the California commis- 
sion. About eight years ago it began 
t> appear in the San _ Francisco 
market, selling for about 50 cents a 
pound. It has become abundant and 
ranks as one of the most important 
fish caught in California waters. It 
may be had for about{8 cents a pouna 
in this market. Shad, likewise intro- 
uced from the East, have also become 
abundant and are much _ prized by 
many people. 


AGRICULTURAL DEVELOP MENT. 


In a recent letter in the Sun C. Wood 
Davis says that between 1870 and 1880 
the agricultural development of this 
tountry progressed at a rate never be- 
fore known and that will never again 
be possible. The farms added during 
this time were 1,349,009, and the agri- 
tultural population increased 66 per 
tent. against 34 per cent. increase in 
tity and village population. Since 1880 
the conditions have been reversed. City 
bopulation increases rapidly, while farm 
population has increased very slightly. 
The number of new farms between 1880 
and 1890 was 556,000, while from 15890 
to 1894 it is estimated that the number

In the future it is 
teasonably certain that 95 per cent. of 
the increased population will be in 
tities and villages.

Of course 
thts voting arrangement is not a test 
of the real standing of the counties. It 
simply depends upon the amount of en- 
terprise which is shown by friends of 
the various counties in gathering up 
coupons. If any one up there cared to 
spend sufficient money it would be easy 
enough to get the cup for Siskiyou, al- 
though, of course, no one would pre- 
tend that Siskiyou county is the lead- 
ing county of the State from a produc- 
tive or any other point of view. It will 
be quite a pleasant thing for a county 
to win this cup and will give it a con- 
siderable amount of advertising. But 
the best advertising will be such a dis- 
play as will create a lasting impression 
on everybody who visits the fair. 


The judicial contest is over and Sena- 
tor E. D. White of Louisiana has been 
nominated for Associate Justice. of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the place to which Hornblower 
and Peckham were nominated only to 
be rejected. The elements of discord 
prevailing in the first two instances 
were apparently lacking in the latter, 
and White was promptly confirmed by 
his colleagues of the Senate. New 
York politicians will probably feel ‘sore 
that the appointment has gone out of 
their State and it is probable that 
they may ascribe other motives than 
fitness to the choice. Whether Cleve- 
land took the opportunity to rebuke 
Senator Hill or whether he thus tacitly 
admits the latter’s power to checkmate 
him will be a mooted question for a 
time at least. In all events there will 
be many to think that the ermine 
could justly have gone to others than 
the Senator from the South. But then 
what's the use of being President if 
he can’t have his way? ' 


Reports from the financial centers of 
the East indicate that while there is 
an improvement in business here and 
there it is by no means general or so 
extensive as might be wished. The 
bond operation has not had the effect 
which was expected of it. Neither do- 
mestic or foreign trade improves and 
meantime the prices of almost all vari- 
eties of produce are lower than they 
hav2 been for many years and in some 
cases lower than they have ever been. 


There is another little cloud of trouble 
rising in the Society Islands where some 
rebels have pulled down the French 
flag. really seems as if these Pa- 
cific islands were more trouble than 
they are worth to those nations which 
claim control of them. All that is ab- 
solutely necessary to any civilized 
country in any of these islands is a 
convenient coaling station,and that can 
generally be arranged for. 


Within about a week the grand jury 
will probably get down ito steady work. 
It is to be hoped that this time no 
unfortunate mistake will upset. the 
work of this body. Grand juries area 
great expense ‘to the county, and they 
usually accomplish very little, but it 
might at least be expected that care 
should be taken that their actions may 
not be rendered invalid by legal technic- 
alities. 


A Riverside correspondent writes to 
ask whether the Wilson bill, as passed 
by the House, removes the bounty from 
sugar, and what is the amount re- 
moved. It does so, and the amount re- 
moved is 2 cents a pound. There is 
still some faint hope that this :in- 
iquitous measure may not become a 
law.

It is Ahead of Contract 
Requirements. 


Report of the Electrical Experts 
and Engineers. 


The New Plumbing Ordinance Finally 
Adopted. 


Bids for Street Work Presented—Sewer 
Matters—Reports of Officers and 
Committees — Motions — 

Other Business. 


Councilmen Rhodes, Strohm, Pessell, 
Munson, Nickell, Innes and President 
Teed were the city fathers present 
when the Council convened yesterday 
morning. Councilman Campbell came 
in just after the reading of the min- 
utes, and Mr. Gaffey arrived about 
half an hour later, but did not remain 
long. 

President Teed said he wished to 
urge in all kindness that the members 
be present at the hour to which the 
Council adjourns. He had endeavored 
to always be on time. To be fifteen or 
twenty minutes late in getting to 
gether was something which former 
Councils were not in the habit of doing 
and he could see no reason why this 
Council should do so. 

After the reading and approval of the 
minutes the Street Superintendent re- 
ported recommending the granting of 
thirty days’ additional time to M. S. 
Cummings in which to complete work 
on Hancock street, between Downey 
and Alhambra avenues. Adopted. 


Also to P. C. Smith to complete work 
on Sixth street, between Pearl and 
Fremont streets. 


Councilman Munson said he did not 
know why such an extension| should 
be granted, and asked to have the 
Street Superintendent called in, which 
was done. 

Superintendent Watson said he un- 
derstood it was dsked in order to escape 
some technicalities. One or two of the 
Councilmen said they would prefer to 
have the work done, and then grant 
the additional time afterward, if nec- 
essary, and finally it was ordered that 
the contractor be granted a fifteen- 
days’ extension of time. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 


The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as heretofore published, was 
read. The recommendation that the 
City’ Engineer establish the grades of 
the streets in the Angeleno Heights 
tract, in accordance with a petition 
of Mrs. M. EB. Stilson, was objected to, 
in that form by Cogiicilman Munson, 
and the recommendation was amended 
so as to direct the City Engineer to 
present ordinances of intention for the 
establishment of such grades on those 
streets as he shall deem are for the. 
best interests of the city. 

The remainder of the report was 
adopted, except the recommendation 
that a cement sidewalk be laid on 
Banning street, between Alamenda and 
Center streets, action on which was 
deferred; the recommendation that the 
petition of O. P. Johnson and others, 
that a fill be made at Third \and 
Figueroa streets, action on which was 
deferred; the recommendation that per- 
mission be granted to property-owners 
to have sidewalks and curbs placed on 
Banning street, by private contract, 
which was referred back to 
the Board of Public Works, and the 
recommendation that a vitrified pipe 
be laid adjoining the culvert crossing 
Seventh street with the zanja man- 
hole in the sidewalk on the west side 
of street, south of Seventh et, 
which recommendation failed to be 
adopted. 

The board also reported the follow- 
ing: 

“In the matter of the petition from 
Dennis Donohue and others, asking to 
have Western avenue graded, graveled 
and curbed under the bond act, accord- 
ing to specifications No. 5, we recom- 
mend the same be granted under speci- 
cations ““G,”’ and that the said Western 
avenue from First street to Silver 
street be taken in said ordinance, the 
City Engineer to make an estimate of 
cost of said work, and if the same ex- 
ceeds $1 per front foot to esent the 
necessary ordinance of intention.” 
Adopted. 

‘‘We recommend that the Ci Engi- 
neer present an ordinance establishing 
the grade of Hoover street, between 
Temple road and the road leading west 
to the Cahuenga Pass.’’ Adopted. 

The reauisitions, as approved by the 
Supply Committee, were allowed as 
presented, except one from the Street 
Superintendent for 300 feet of hose for 
flushing sewers, which was referred 
back’ to the Supply Committee. 

A requisition, as presented by the 
committee without the committee’s ap- 
proval, was rejected. It was for re- 
pairs for fire engine No. 2, amounting 
to $22.10. It was dated November, 
1893, ahd signed by M. E. Curran as 
Chief Engineer. .

Councilmen Rhodes and Nickell of 
the Gas and Light Committee pre- 
sented the following as a majority re- 
port of thatgcommittee: 


“We, your Gas and Light Commit- 
tee, to whom was referred the com- 
plaint that the Los Angeles Lighting 
Company was. not .furnishing the 
amount of horse: power for lighting 
that its contract requires, beg leave to 
report that we have employed the fol- 
lowing civil and mechanical engineers, 
to-wit: Messrs. Hawgood, Wood and 
Van Vieck, and M. Buchanan, elec- 
trical engineer, who have made tests 
at different times, a tabulated report 
of such investigations and deductions 
being herewith submitted.” 

Chairman Campbell of the Gas and 
Light Committee presen'ted the follow- 
ing as the minority report of the com- 
mittee: 

“We, your Gas and Light Committee, 
to whom was referred the matter of de- 
termining whether the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company was complying with 
the terms of its contract with tthe city, 
beg laave to report as follows: 

“The contract between the city and 
the Los Angeles Lighting Company is 
for a term of tw; years, ending January 
1. 1895. The n@Wiber and location of 
the lamps, together with their candle 
power, are attached ‘to the contract 
and made a part thereof. 

“The new lights furnished since the 
date of the contract are provided for 
in said contract by the following 
clause: ‘And the party of the first part 
further agrees to furnish and erect new 
lights at such times and places as the 
City Council may, from time to time, 
direct, at the same prices herein named.’ 
The ligh'ts are to be run upon the 
moonlight schedule, and are to be paid 
for at ‘the rate of $11.50 per month for 
each 2000-candle power light and $17.25 
per month for each 3000-candle power 
light. All things necessary fer the elec- 
tric lighting of the city are to be fur- 
nished and maintained by the said com- 
pany, and shall be of first-class mate- 
rial, and of the best and most modern 
pattern. 

“Continuing, the contract says: ‘And 
it is further understood and agreed that 
the basis of calculation for determining 
the candle power of said lights shall 
be that for each horse power exerted 
upon the dynamos when 2000 candle 
power is developed.’ 

“Your committee secured the services 
of Messrs. H. Hawgood, F. W. Wood 
and Frank Van Vieck, to measure “the 
horse power developed by the engines 
employed in generating the electricity; 
also the services of L. H. Buchanan 
to investigate the electrical apparatus 
and determine the candle power of the 
lights used in the city. 

“These gentlemen tested the works 
of the said company on the nights of 
December 4 and 6, 1893. During the 
tests there were 165 2000-candle power 
lights and 115 3000-candle power lights 
burning, which, according to the terms 
of the contract, would require 337% 
horse power. The report of the expurts 
show that an average of 352 horse power 
— 

“The expert electrician’s report shows 
that lighting station is well 
equipped; that: the voltage is higher 
that the amount 
of current is above the Bush standard: 
‘that the number of lights run by the 
dynamos is not within 12 per cent. of 
theif maximum output: that the same 
average voltage, determined at the 
test, had been kept up for a year back, 
and that the lamps are standard 2000 
and 3000-candle power. 

“Furthermore, in answer to our 
recé verbal inquiry, the report of the 
experts show that at 356 horse power 
‘the engines are lightly loaded, and 
that they” are capable of developing 
considerably more power. We wished 
to ascertain whether there would be 
sufficient horse power in reserve in 
the engines to provide for the new 
lights lately ordered by your honorable 
body, and find that ‘there is. 

‘The conclusion of your committee, 
based upon the reports of the experts, 
Which are hereto attached, is that the 
Los Angeles Lighting Company is de- 
veloping the necessary horse power 
and that it is furnishing the city with 
the full standard candle power arc 
lamps called for by its contract.” 

3 The report of the engineers states: 

We have measured the power being 
developed by the two steam engines 
of the Los Angeles Electric Company 
which operate the generators furnishing 
the current of the municipal arc light 
circuit. The measurements were made 
between the hours of 7 and 9 o’clock 
in the evening, December 4 and Decem- 
ber 6, 1893, due notice of the same hav- 
ing been givén to your honorable com- 
mittee. 

“There were twenty-four 
ments taken. From 
puted the total indicated horse-power 
mentioned. On the 
ormer date the horse power w 
to be 348. On the 356. 

“In courtesy to the electric light 
company,’ the report says, ‘“‘we feel 
that it is due from us to state that 
they freely met all our requests as to 
the taking off of cylinder-heads, etc., 
and in every way placed their plant 
freely at our disposal for testing and 
inspection. 

“In answer to your direct verbal in- 
quiry we desire to state that at 356 
horse power the engines are lightly 
loaded and that they are capable of 
developing considerable more power.” 

The report then goes on to give in de- 
tail the results of the ‘tests made as 
to horse power of the engines and 
electrical] workings of the dynamos. 

Councilman Campbell said, as chair- 
man of the committee, he had spent a 
good deal of time investigating the 
matter. He believed the report sub- 
mitted does not contain the facts which 
the public expects shall be reported. 

Councilman Nickell said he was not 
prepared to sign the report made by 
the engineers. He supposed they had 
done their work faithfully, but he did 
not propose to sign his name to a state- 
ment of which he did not know. 

A good deal of time was wasted in 
discussion, which waxed somewhat 
warm. The majority report was finally 
accepted, whereupon Councilman Nick- 
ell moved that the report be referred 
together with the minority .report, and 
also that of the engineer’s, to the City 
Engineer, for investigation, and a me- 
chanical report on the same. Adopted, 

Councilman Campbell said if the 
chair would permit he would like to 
resign as chairman of the Gas and 
Light Committee. He believed he had 
not been treated fairly by the other 
members of the committee. He had 

ad the report ready for a long time, 
ut the other members had manifested 
a disinclination to do much about it.

PRATT DEAD. 


The Mansfield Case in a 
New Phase. 


MRS. 


What the Will of the Deceased 
May Contain, 


Arthar Lewis on Trial in 
Department One. 


The Anderson Divorce Case Once More in the 
Courts—Henry Demming Receives 
a Five Years’ Sentence— 
Court Notes. 


In the death of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, 
which occurred at an early hour Sun- 
dey morning, the litigation stirred up 
in connection with the Mansfields 

to become more complicated 
than ever and to furnish subject for 
the Probate Court to busy itself with 
these coming many months. 

When the County Clerk’s office was 
opened yesterday morning, and almost 
before the news of Mrs. Pratt’s death 
had been publicly announced, a docu- 
ment was found among the mail which 
proved to be an amended complaint 
from the Sen 
Bigned by E. L. 
for the deceased, in“ which it was 
prayed that an accounting be required 
from Mansfield and his wife and Mrs. 
Cross, for moneys had and received 
belonging to the Pratt estate, and that 
the Injunction be issued restraining the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank from 
paying out any of the cash on deposit 
to the account of Mrs. Mansfield until 
such an accounting be had, also for 


other forms of relief embodied in the 
previous complaints. 

Now that Mrs. Pratt’s life is ended, 
the controversy may take a slightly 
different phase, but from all that can 


be learned it will be none the'less bit- | 


ter. The deceased undoubtedly left a 
will, the contents of which are as yet 
unknown, for one day while hearing 
in the guardianship matter was in 
progress Mansfield exhibited a sealed 
packet, which he said contained such 
a document. Attorney Hanlon at once 
asked the court to have the envelope 
opened, but Judge Clark did not think 
that he had any authority to grant 
the request, and Mansfield carried the 
papers away with him again. The 
supposition is that the bequests em- 
bodied in the will are favorable to the 
latter’s cause. Futher than this it is 
also believed that the will was exe- 
cuted several years ago and previous 
to the deceased’s being declared an in- 
competent. This fact, however, will 
probably not make a contest less liable, 
for Mrs.. Goodspeed, as an heir, can 
set up a claim that although this may 
be, that Mrs. Pratt also was incom- 
petent at the time of the making of 
such will, and that she may have acted 
under undue influence. Should the

The mystery surrounding the identity 
of the Roscoe train-wreckers still re- 
mains apparently as impenetrable as 
upon tthe night’ of the hold-up in spite 
of the fact that for the past four 
days the local officers have been dili- 
gently at work upon the scene and 
have scoured the surrounding country 
in every direction in search of clews 
which might lead to the detection of 
the guilty parties. 

Sheriff Cline, who was one of the first 
to engage in the fruitless chase and the 
last to abandon what proved to be a 
blihd trail, returned to this city yes- 


terday morning, but started out again 
last night to renew the search. While 
willing to concede that, for the time 
being, he was completely at fault and 
had nothing to report as to the result 
of his recent work upon the case, he 
has by no means lost hope or confi- 
dence in his own ability to selve the 
enigma. He is determined to keep up 
the search unremittingly and expressed 
himself as resolved to run the robbers 
down if it takes all summer to do it. 

That the men who arranged and car- 
ried out this admirably-planned rob- 
bery were shrewd enough to prearrange 
their flight so as to leave no trace be- 
hind them which would lead to their 
discovery fst be conceded, but it is 
not at all improbable that, after the 
matter has ceased to excite the interest 
now shown in it, they may show their 
hands in such a manner that if the 
‘vigilance of the officers is unrelaxed 
they may yet be brought to book. (Cer- 
tain it is that at present the authori- 
ties have absolutely nothing upon 
which to work out the problem sub- 
mitted to them, but whether or not 
the difficulties under which they are 
laboring are insurmountable remains 
to be seen. 

Harvey Branscomb came down from 
the Calabasas yesterday looking for 
the man who connected his name with 
the robbery. He says that. he will pay 
$10 reward for the discovery of the man 
who started the report that he had 
been taken into custody. Mr. Brans- 
comb is constable and postmaster at 
Calabasas and the -report does him a 
great injustice. He assisted the offi- 
cers in the search. In fact they were 
‘at his house and took breakfast and 
he never knew that his name had 
been mentioned until he heard from his 
wife at Paso Robles Springs notifying 
him of that fact. 


Lecture on Longfellow. 

Dr. J. C. Fletcher delivered a lecture 

on the poet Longfellow last evening be- 
fore a large and appreciative audience 
in the parlors of the Y.M.C.A. This 
was the third of a series of talks he 
has given in the Y.M.C.A. ‘course, 
which are held every Monday evening. 
His former subjects. were Dom Pedro, 
late Emperor of Bragil, and the poet 
Whittier, with both whom he was 
personally acquainted. 
The lecture last night was especially 
interesting from the fact that he also 
knew Longfellow. He related a num- 
ber of pleasant remmiscences and Ge- 
scribed in a _— way many of the 
peculiarities of the poet. He also read 
some selections from  Longfellow's 
poems.

CAST UP BY THE SEA. 


The -Body Found ds the Beach 
at Newport. 


Marks on the Clothing Indicate That the 
Man’ Was from Los Angeles—Sus- 
picion That Ne Met With 
Foul Play.

SANTA ANA, Feb. 19.—(Special.) The 
oft-repeated saying that “it never rains 
but it pours,” seems to apply to Santa 
Ana in the mattef of sensational hap- 
penings of a fatal or tragic kind. Upon 
the heels of the killing cf Louis Yorba 
in the Santa Ana Canycn a few days 
ago by George Emerson of this city, 
comes the finding of the body of an 
unknown man about four miles west of 
Newport wharf, on the beach, brief 
mention of which was made in Monday 
morninge’s Times. The man was found 
about 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon by 
David Dickerson, a fisherman at New- 
port, who was going up the beach to 


| look after a seine which he had set In 


some choice fishing gfound near where 
the dead body was discovered. Mr. 
Dickerson immediately returned to 
Newport and telephoned to this city, for 
the Coroner, who proceeded to .the 
beach and held an inquest over the re- 
mains, which resulted in the mere fact 
being brought out of the discovery of 
the body. 

The remains were brought to this 
city and viewed Monday by hundrecs 
of people during the day, but no one 
could positively ideritify the body. — 

L. A. Teel, a rancher ‘who lives west 
of town, viewed the remains and 
thought he recognized the man Aas, 
Watts Haydock, a Ventura liveryman 
who disapeared from Long Beach very: 
suddenly and mysteriously about two 
months ago, leaving his coat and pistol, 
with one chamber empty, lying onthe 
beach a short distance from the pier. 

e was not positive of the identifica- 
tion, as he had not seen the man for 
three or four years, but he thought he 
was correct. He telephoned James 
Teel of Long Beach, who is a brother- 
in-law of the missing Haydock, and 
from the description given that gentie- 
man said he would come over at once 
and see if the remains were those of 
his missing relative. 

The proprietor of the Allen restau- 
rant, this city, also viewed the body 
and partially identified the man as 
one who visited his eating-house about 
two weeks ago in company with a Ger- 
man (both well dressed.) While in the 
restaurant the men spoke of going into 
the fishing business between Newport 
and Bolsa Chico (near where the body 
was found) and the deceased spoke of 


another fisherman, Hans Castersen, 
with whom he tended to engage in 
fishing. Nothing has been seen or 


heard of this man since he was in the 
Allen restaurant. 

The deceased answers to the follow- 
ing description. Age about 30 years; 5 
feet 10% inches high; weight, about 160 
pounds; light, sandy; fea- 
tures, round; small, Sandy mustache; 
hair thin and fine; strong, healthy-look- 
ing body; scar over left eye. 

He wore a black diagonal cloth coat 
and vest, brown overcoat, striped trous- 
ers, all nearly new. When found the 
coat was buttoned tightly over the 
body. The overcoat was marked “K. 
S. & Co.” on the back of the coltar.. 
There were also found on his pérson 
one red- silk handerchief, one red,. 
doubled-bordered, Chinese-figured . silk. 
handkerchief, one white linen handker- 
chief, one shell pearl charm, imitation. 
diamond eyes horse’s head; two. bone 
collar buttons, one elover-leaf scarf- 
pin, two gold-plated scarf-pins—letter 
F on three-braid lock brown hair, 
eighteen inches long—one piece one-half 
inch ribbon, two inches long; one horn- 
handle knife with two large and one 
small blades marked cattle knife on 
large blade; 35 cents in left side 
trousers’ pocket, remnants of a paste- 
board jewelry box containing hair ini- 
tial pins. and red ribbons. He also 
wore No. 16% turned-down white col- 
lar, white linen shirt, black crepe cloth 
cravat marked H. Kline, South Main 
street, Los Angeles, this mark being 
also on the shirt immediately after 
“Star Clothing Company; red striped 
undervest and gray knit drawers. 

The cause of the death of this un- 
known man yet remains a mystery. It 


vestigating the case that the unfortu-. 
nate man came to his death from.acci- 
dental or intentional drowning... -The 
fact that when he was found his: arms 


were extended on each side parallel } 


with his shoulders indicates that he-was 
dead for several hours or days before 
he found his way into the water; other- 
wise it is believed that his muscles 
would not have set in that position. A 
drowning man would not likely go 
down in a watery grave with his arms 
raised parallel with his shoulders. 

At the present time his identity is 
unknown and the mystery surrounding 
his death seems to deepen as the inves- 
tigation proceeds. The body yet re- 
mains at the undertaking roams of 
Smith &- Son for identification, where 
it was photographed. 

Later.—L. A. Teel, a brother-in-law 
rof Watts Haydock, and Mr. Reynolds, 
who has known Haydock twenty years, 
arrived Monday evening from Long 
Beach and viewed the remains, but 
failed to recognize the same as the lost 
Haydock, although resembling that in- 
dividual in many respects. 

The belief is growing that he has 
been the victim of foul play. A Chi- 
nese laundry mark has been found on

HOW DIFFERENT. 


Foreigners Build Up Where We are Pulling 
Down. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(Special to 
the Cincinnati Times-Star.) While the 
United States, through the Democratic 
party in Congress, is engaged in the 
work of trying to destroy the new 
and growing sugar industry of this 
country by repealing the bounty and 
permitting all grades of sugar to come 
in free from duty, Germany and other 
great sugar-producing countries are at 
work building up this industry., The 
beet-sugar industry of all European 
countries, notably France and Germany, 
was established and developed to its 
present state of perfection by hounty 
systems, which are to this day main- 
tained. The only difference between 
the bounties of those countries at

is that, having fully developed the in- 
dustry, the bounty applies only to ex- 
ports, while in this country it applies 
to all sugar produced, whether for do- 
mestic consumption or export. 

When the McKinley tariff Aw went 
into effect beet-sugar producing coun- 
tries saw that we intended to develop 
this industry by the same fostering in- 
fluence which had developed #t in Eu- 
ropean countries, and they began to 
kive extra inducements to their pro- 
ducers. On May 31, 1891, only a short 
time after the incubation of the McKin- 
ley haw, Germany sed a law repeal- 
ing the tax of about 20 cents upon 
every 200 pdtinds of beets for sugar pro- 
duction, and adding an additional tax 
of $3 oh every 100 pounds of sugar for 
domestic consumption. The tax on 
beets was refunded on export sugars by 
means of an extra premium, and the 
tax on sugar for domestic consumption 
was also divided up with the producers. 
The present law in Germany, granting 
a bounty to sugar producers expires on 
July 31, 1897; but, anticipating the rapid 
development of the industry in this 
country, which is Germany’s greatest 
customer for sugar, the producers. in 
that country are casting about to have 
the bounty law gontinued, and they 
have practically been assured by their 
gxovernment that they will continue to 
receive encouragement from their gov- 
ernment after the present bounty law 
has expired. 

It has been a great burden upon the 
minds of free-trade Democrats in this 
country to see the Federal government 
paying out the annual bounty of $8,000,- 
000 or $10,000,000 during the past two 
years for the encouragement of our 
sugar industries, and about the first 
thing when they came into power that 
attracted their attention was this inci- 
dent. The beet-sugar industry in Ger- 
many has been well developed for 
nearly a quarter of a century and yet 
the bounty to producers continues. A 
bounty has been paid in this country 
only about two years and has averaged 
less than $8,000,000 per annum. Ger- 
many~ paid in premiums and draw- 
backs to prG@ucers in 1886-87, 108,821,000 
marks, Or Over $25,000,000. | t year 
she: paid about the same amount that 
was given to our producers, and, al- 
though there is a heavy duty on im- 
ported sugar in that country she de- 
rived from sugar duty only 695,000 
marks, or about $170,000. Had raw 
sugar imported into this country paid 
as much duty upon the pound this gov- 
ernment would have last year received 
from that direction about $100,000,000. 
This all goes to show that both France 
and Germany have developed and main- 
tained their beet-sugar industries by 
giving bounties and that they are now 
supplying the world and that if the 
bounty in this country is completely 
destroyed our producers must discon- 
tinue the industry.

Gustay Coenen, a boy 16 years old, 
ran away from his home, No. 1333 De 
Long street, this city, on the 29th of 
January, working his way down the 
coast on @ steamer from Santa Monica 
to Diego. From the latter place 
he returned to Ban Pedro by steamer, 
and thence “excursioned’’ to Yuma by 
rail, beating his way, and doing without 
food all the way. From the hot place he 
returned to his home on a railroad 
ticket sent him by his parents, not par- 
ticularly worse for the experience but 
entirely cured of any disposition to 
desert a comfortable abiding place 
again. He tells his story for the benefit 
of. other boys who may be inclined to 
follow his example, and adds that he 


. had no reason for running away other 


than’ that he was impelled by a spirit 
of adventure.

The City Council in Session— 
Business Transacted. 


The Bullding Boom Still on—Death of an Old 
Resident—Personal Notes of In- 
terest — Batch of 
Brevities. 


The City Council met in regular session 
at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon, President 
Weed presided. Trustees Cox and 
McQuilling were present, and Lukens 
and Clarke absent. 

Public Librarian Merritt's bill for sub- 
scriptions to magazines and periodicals 
for the library reading-room was referred 
to the Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance without reading. 

A resolution was passed ordering that 
Maybin street, for its entire length, be 
graded, curbed and guttered. 

A resolution was passed to grade and 
curb Madaline drive, between Orange 
Grove and Pasadena avenues. 

An ordinance establishing the grade of 
Garfleld avenue, was taken from the 
table and duly passed, section by sec- 
tion. 

An ordinance establishing the grade of 
Lincoln avenue, between Orange Grove 
avenue and Mountain street, was taken 
from the table and passed. 

On recommendation of the Auditing 
Committee, the library bill above re- 
ferred to, amounting to $154.40, was ap- 
proved, and the necessary wareant or- 
dered drawn. 

Dr. C. O. Briggs, B, M. Kelso and Maj. 
Skillen addressed the board relative to 
the construction of the proposed sewer 
on Buclid avenue, between Colorado and 
Center streets. On motion, the City En- 
gineer was instructed to prepare a plan 
or diagram and present at the next meet- 
ing for establishing a sewer district on 
Euclid avenue, Concord court, Arcadia 
and other intersecting streets. 

On motion the clerk was instructed to 
notify the Terminal Railway Company 
to station a flagman permanently at the 
Colorado-street crossing at all hours of 
the day or night during the operating and 
running of trains, said notice to go into 
effect within five days after it has been 
served. 

A petition, signed by owners represent- 
ing 616 feet frontage, was granted to 
cause Lake avenue, between Colorado 
and Hill streets, to be graded, guttered 
and curbed, and to be made of a uniform 
width of 70 feet.

The clerk was instructed to prepare the 
necessary paraphernalia for the munici- 
pal election, which will be held April 9. 

Adjournment was made until 9 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, when a_ special 
meeting will be held.

‘A Saint from Redlands—Brevities of Local 
and General Interest. 

Redlands church folks are quite angry. 
A nice young man appeared among them 
some three months ago, attended church 
and chapel sedulously, and _ introduced 
himself to prominent church members 
as Mr. Peterson, the son of a minister in 
England. The journey out had it is true, 
exhausted his funds, he said, but the 
British Consul in San Francisco had 
written him, giving information of a 
large sum of money now on its way out 
from England to be placed at his disposal. 
At this point in the story an official- 
looking letter was flourished bearing the 
Consul’s signature. Competition to 
who should entertain this victim of cir- 
cumstances became quite keen; a well. 
to-do Methodist captured the prize, bear- 
ing him in triumph to his wife und 
home, These good peome made much of 
the young nian, who read the morning 
prayers and quoted scripture between the 
dinner. courses. A month passed without 
the arrival of funds, during which time 
people in the town belonging to other 
persuasions, not to be outdone in 
works, lent the young man money in 
sums varying from $20 to $75. The biless- 
edness of giving was to be exemplified in 
every case by a return of the principal, 
together with interest at the rate of 
bout 150 per cent., when the draft from 
the old country was forwarded by the 
Consul. Seven or eight» weeks assed 
pleasantly ‘before his Methodist friends 
began to exhibit undue curiosity, Their 
flagging faith was aroused by another 
letter from the British Consul, in which 
that high official was supposed to have 
announced. his intention of traveling 
down from San Francisco on purpose to 
visit Mr. Peterson, and personally hand 
over the cash which had at last arrivéd. 
The Consul was to be expected-in a 
week, would stop at the same house, 
‘and would probably extend hig visit for 
several days. This announcement caused 
a great stir, creating no little envy 
among less fortunate housekeepers. At 
Mr. Peterson's suggestion the daily bill- 
of-fare was improved, the table service 
and plate renewed, and everything done 
calevlated to make the prospective and 


exalted guest feel at home. The recep- 


tion day arrived, but the Consul did not, 
Mr. Peterson disappeared, wearing a suit 
of clothes and a gold watch belonging to 
his host. There are Baptists, Methodists 
and Presbyterians now in Redlands who 
would gladly receive back the principal 
of their money lent to the saintly Brit- 
isher, and forego the unbusinesslike rate 
of interest he promised them, without a 
murmur. These and other details have 
been obtained from letters and dispatches 
sent to City Marshal Hopkins, who a 
month ago received a telegram from the 
Redlands officers, telling him to look out 
for a Mr. Peterson coming our way, and 
fully described. Mr. Hopkins carefully 
instituted inquiries, and lecated a man 
at the Arlington Hotel tallying with the 
description in all but name. On receipt 
of this information, the Redlands authori- 
ties wired our City Marshal to arrest and 
hold the man, a course Mr. Hopkins de- 
clined to take without full particulars of 
the charge. Constable Dowell was depu- 
tized to keep an eye on the gentleman, 
who had already become acquainted with 
church pocpre here, and submitted to 
“immersion” at the Baptist Church, Am- 
ple particulars were to hand on the ar- 
rival of Deputy Sheriff Rivera from Red- 
lands; who, with the Marshal and Con- 
stable, proceeded to the Arlington yes- 
terday (Sunday) morning and asked to 
see Mr. “Hartley.’’ The gentleman § be- 
ing out, his visitors said they would wait. 
Soon after 10 a.m, Mr. “Hartley” re- 
paired to his room, and was told by the 
Constable that there was a man below 
who wished a word with him. On bein 

introduced to Rivera, the officer ask 

him if he recognized him (the Sheriff.) 
Mr. Hartley said he did, without display- 
ing great cordiality, and turned several 
new colors when his visitor announced 
the possession of a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Mr. Peterson, alias Hartley.
